The Warner Tie is simplicity itself. Examine it closely. You will readily see 
how it holds and cannot slip up, down or to either side. It has no sharp bends to 
break the galvanizing, and no cut ends exposed to rust. This well rounded bend 
gives the fence a life, a spring, which provides for changing climatic conditions and 
renders useless kinked or coiled wires which produce a strain against the fibre of 
the wire that is often fatal to its long life. The Warner Tie provides Warner 
Fencing with uncut pickets that hold the fence rigid at all times. It requires fewer 
posts than any fence that has a tendency to double down or narrow in stretching. 

No amount of splicing and twisting can unite several short pieces of wire into 
a picket as rigid as uncut wire. You will do well to avoid any fence with a spliced 
tie. Not only is the rigid erectness of the fence destroyed, but also cut ends are 
rxposed, which hastens the process of rust at every tie in the fence. 

Keep in mind the Warner and compare it with any tie you happen to see. 

THE MICROSCOPE USED. 

You will see many fences made with a tie, as shown in the accompanying 
photograph, and perhaps you have had such offered to you for sale. You cannot 
tail to be interested in the following illustrations and explanations. 

Wire has a great tenacity, but there is a limit to this virtue. Any process of 



manufacture that implies a radical twisting, or bending of one wire 
about another not only makes a hinge joint which always slips with 
usage, but does a greater damage by rupturing the wire fabric and 
cracking the galvanizing as the use of the microscope will show. 
These small cracks afford a place for the retention of moisture, and 
rust starts at the very point where the greatest strength is needed 

The injury done to the fibre of the wire by a short turn is illus- 
trated in your own hands every time you make a short turn or kink in 
a wire in order to break it. The difference between a fence with such 
a tie and the Warner Fence is always shown by the great length of 
life and the rigid holding of the Warner.

The Warner Hog Fence has advantageous features found in no other woven wire fence, exclusive Warner ideas that have stood the 
test of time. Barb wire margins appeal to the good judgment of thoughtful buyers, as it makes unnecessary the various preventives to 
keep hogs from crawling under the ordinary fence, such as stobs or stakes driven into the ground every few feet and then stapled to the 
bottom of the fence. This is a very unsatisfactory method because in order to make the fence low enough to prevent crawling under, it 
must be very close to the ground, and in a short time hogs root dirt Upon the lower strands, which soon rust out. Others stretch a 
liarb wire under and independent of the fencing (an additional expense) which does very will until it becomes loose, when, as it is only 
fastened to the posts (which are many feet apart), it is easily lifted u[> or pressed down, permitting pigs and hogs to go under easily. We 
successfully eliminate all this annoyance and trouble by weaving a barbed margin into and made a part of the fence. For any animal 
to crawl under it must raise the entire fence or bend all the pickets which it cannot do.

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JUMBO FENCING 

THE CONSTRUCTION OF JUMBO FENCING. 

QUALITY OF WIRE— The wire of which Jumho Fencing is constructed has just 
enough points of carbon in it to give it strength and elasticity, and yet tough enough 
to admit of splicing without injuring the temper. All the wire is thoroughly galvan- 
ized and provision for expansion and contraction is made by curves in the line wires. 

THE TIE OR LOCK— Note carefully the tie, or lock, which unites the lateral 
and upright wires. The proper and secure fastening together of the upright and 
lateral wires is the most important feature in the making of any fence. The upright 
wires are placed in all square mesh fencing to hold the lateral wires in their re- 
spective positions, and the distance apart that these upright wires are placed, 
determines the size of the meshes. Thus to be effective these upright wires must be 
attached in such a way as not to injure the texture of the wire, and in such a man- 
ner as to be practically immovable. Tn making the Jumbo Tie or Lock, it is not 

necessary to make any sharp bends or kinks in the wire to rupture the material and break the galvanizing. 
Breaking the galvanizing is fatal to the long life of any woven wire fence. 

THE STAY, OR UPRIGHT— Tn Jumbo Fencing is one uncut piece from the top to the bottom of the fence 
not weakened by the galvanizing being broken by twisting around the lateral wires. On account of its con- 
struction, not only perfect square mesh fence is produced, but the fence is very much stronger than if the stays 
were cut off at each intersection with the lateral wires. This one piece upright, or stay, imparts to the fence a 
natural tendency to stand with less posts or give better service with the same number of posts than a picket that 
is made of cut and spliced pieces of wire. 

ELASTICITY. CONTRACTION AND EXPANSION— The wave in the lateral wires amply provides for 
strain incident to contraction and expansion and distributes any sudden strain such as it would receive if one or 
more heavy animals ran into the fence, thereby reducing the danger of breakage. 

APPEARANCE— The uniform waved internal wires and straight upright stay, neatly united by the Jumbo 
Lock, makes an unusually neat and substantial fence, which looks good on paper, in the roll, and better yet 
when stretched up. It is easily sold and is a repeater.

Waverly No. 1 Ornamental Fence as illustrated on preceding page is the hand- 
somest fence we build, though no stronger or more serviceable than other designs. 
The cut shows style "H" fabric, though either of the four styles shown on page 
21 may be used if preferred. The line posts are made of tubular steel \y% inches 
outside diameter, set in cast bases 24 inches in length and weighing 16 pounds. 
The corner, end and gate posts are made of tubular steel l$i inches outside diameter, 
and are set in 24-inch cast braces, weighing \7y 2 pounds. The corner, end and gate 
posts are capped with appropriate ornaments, white enamel, very handsome and dur- 
able. The line posts in our Waverly No. 1 are not surmounted by any ornaments 
for the reason they do not extend above tubular top rail, thus permitting the malleable 
cresting to extend without interruption. The tu' ular top rail is made from tubular 
steel l l A inches outside diameter, and carries a beautifully designed cresting which 
gives the fence an artistic finish. All combined, it is one of the handsomest designs 
of ornamental fence on the market. The height of this or other styles of Waverly 
Fence depends upon the fabric selected. It should be remembered, however, that the 
height of fence when completed will be 8 inches higher than fabric, for the reason 
that tubular top rail is placed 4 inches above top of fabric, and malleable cresting ex- 
tends 4 inches above top rail. 

In shipping care is taken to see that all the parts that go to make up a complete 
fence are packed, so as to obtain the advantage of the lowest freight classification. 
Full instructions for erecting the fence accompanies each shipment. We are always 
glad to assist you in figuring on any job of ornamental fencing by naming net 
delivered prices on any or all of the styles illustrated.

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SENDING DIAGRAM. 






When sending your orders, or desiring quotations on complete jobs, please accompany same by diagram, 


showing length of each stretch and location and width of gates. Below we give examples of how to make diagram, 


and these will indicate how to make yours. You need not indicate line posts; we will place them as near seven 


feet apart as possible. From such a diagram, as indicated, we will make the fence accurately to dimensions 


given us. 
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When fabric only is wanted for use on wood posts, you need not send diagram. Simply designate the style 


preferred, together with height and number of feet wanted. If malleable cresting for wood rail is wanted simply 


specify number of feet required. 
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IMPORTANT INFORMATION. 



The prices on Waverly Ornamental Fence Nos. 1, 2 and 3 include everything to make a complete fence except 
we charge $1.30 for each corner, end and gate post; and although gates are measured in same as fence and 
charged for as fence, we charge $1.10 extra per running foot for them. 

The gate and corner, end and gate posts are the most expensive part of an ornamental fence and the extra 
charge is to cover the difference between the cost of ga'es and fence proper, and the difference between the 
cost of line posts and corner, end and gate posts. This enables us to name a price that is the same to all. No 
matter how long or how short the desired piece of fence may be, the purchaser pays for what he gets and no 
more. 

Example: Suppose you wanted to purchase 32-inch high Waverly Fence No. 2 with style "I" fabric for a 
100-foot front, with one 3-foot ornamental gate in the center. This would require two end and two gate posts. It 
should be figured as follows, to get the cost complete: 

100 ft. 32-inch high Waverly Fence No. 2 at 70c $70.00 

Extra for two end posts, $1.30 each 2 - 60 

Extra for two gate posts, $1.30 each 2.60 

Extra for one 3-foot ornamental gate, $1.10 per foot 3.30 

Total cost of 100 feet complete $78.50 

No matter how many gates or how many corner, end and gate posts are used you can figure the total cost 
the same way. First multiply the full length of fence, including gates, by the price per foot given in price list. 
To the sum total thereof add $1.10 per running foot for all gates and $1.30 for each corner, end and gate post. 
The result will be the total cost of fence complete. Then apply discount. 
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NO. 1 CEMETERY ARCH. 

To those desiring a less elaborate arch than our No. 2 Arch we offer the No. 1 Arch. This arch is just 
as shown in illustration: Cap ornaments on top are made of malleable iron and covered with white enamel.

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CONSTRUCTION OF OUR FABRIC. 

This sectional view of our Ornamental Fabric illus- 
trates how our pickets are interwoven with cable wires, 
and given alternate right and left twists. 

This process of weaving provides for contraction and 
expansion, and permits any one of the cable wires to be 
lengthened or shortened when building over uneven sur- 
faces. 

PRESERVATION OF ORNAMENTAL FENCE. 

Our Ornamental Fence should receive care from year 
to year, commensurate with its value and usefulness. 

There is no metal fence but what will, in time, show 
corrosive influence of the climate. It therefore should 
receive attention if its ornamentation and utility are 
preserved. It will require but very small expense and labor to once a year paint posts, railing and cresting 
with black paint, and when the fabric begins to lose its luster, paint it snow white. This will not only preserve 
your fence indefinitely., but will surprise you in the matter of cleanliness and freshness of appearance. Do this 
once and the improved appearance will ever afterwards impel you to give the fencing the proper attention 
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KEEPING FENCES TIGHT. 

Any kind of wire fencing gives better results and 
looks better if kept tight. It is very difficult to keep 
any fence tight around a small enclosure, because a giving 
of one or two inches in corner, end or gate posts affects 
a short stretch more than it does a long stretch of 
fencing. 

We long ago decided that a yard fence to be service- 
able and sightly must be provided with means for keep- 
ing it tight. 

By referring to illustration it can readily be under- 
stood that to tighten our Waverly or Ottawa, all that is 
necessary is to tighten line wires by means of the small cast wrench (see cut), by passing along the fabric and 
give the cable wire additional right and left twists until it is thoroughly tightened. In fact, this method of tighten- 
ing fabric is so efficient that if it is desired in first erecting fence a regular fence stretcher need not be used unless 
desired. 

Staple one end of fabric to post and stretch by hand to end of fabric or to next corner, end or gate post 
and staple securely. Then take malleable wrench and give each cable additional right and left twists until the 
desired tension is obtained and all cables have equal tension. 

The advantage of having fencing which can be kept tight without unstapling and restretcbing ought to be 
apparent to everyone. 
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
